4. Other speaobaa by IHADA Mesasusd, TATSUI-g Ei lchl, and NUKADA Tan followed. 
IHADA. stated that in the rearmament program, farmer naval officers, acting 
as a united body, bad submitted their rearmament plan to tha government, 
after first obtaining tha concurrence of the D.S . navy, and In octnsequBnoe 
had bean quite soeeeaeful. Their {>l&n for expansion of the Maritime 
Safety Bodrd was aeeapted with praotioslly no ohangos. The army, however. 
Is not as well organised as the navy and has not had as good connections 
with American gro u ps. Be ocemented that the government appears set on 
rearmament through expanding tha Police Reserve, in spits of military 
objections. 



5. TAT3PMI stated that ha bad been assisting Premier YQSHIDA In matters 
pertaining to pensions, depurging, and release of war criminals. Al- 
though ha had bean aaked for opinions on individual Items of the rearma- 
ment program, he had not bean working on it In an advisory capacity, 
whatever newspaper reports indicated. Be warned that among government 
officials and journalists there was still a strong hostility towards 
former militarists. His concluding statement was that, since a govern- 
ment public opinion survey had indicated that the rural population did 
not favor revising the oonstltutlon to justify rearmament at this tins, 
the govern ment would postpone revision of the constitution indefinitely. 

6. 1RTSA0A stated that the formation of a group to include families of war 
dead and of executed war criminals was under way. A considerable amount 
of support has already been raorulted among leading businessmen and offi- 
cials of prefeetural governments. 



7. A number of persons from tha 1913-1921 graduating classes did not attend 
the meeting for fear of journalistic interference. Since the assembly 
was completely overt, they feared that leftist Journalists might attend 
and write it up aa an example of "militarist scheming, n with derogatory 
comments an the generals participating. Soma eligible generals are re- 
serving judgment on tha new organisation until they see what trend its 
activities will take and may join later.
